"My grandfather Exum Lewis was the son of 
Colonel Exum Lewis - Revolutionary - who moved to 
Hdgecombe about 1760 - from one of the Northeestern 
counties of North Carolina, His father came from 
Vansemond County, Virginia, The latter was descended 
from John Lewis, one of three brothers who emigrated 
from England early in the eighteenth century, and , 
soon after ariving in Virginia, separated, John re- 
maining in Eastern Virginia, another in Middle Vir- 
ginia, another in Western Virginia. Colonel Francis 
lewis, (whose bronze statue is in Richmond, Virginia), 
vas evidently descended from the western brother. 

“Meriwether Lewis, the great explorer with 
Clarke, was one of the descendants of the same. The 
nother of our great grandfather was a Figures - cor- 
rupted from Figueras ~ a Spanish name. Our Grandmother 
jewis’ , nee Harrison, mother was a Biscoe from Mary- 
nand. Likely enough the Yankee general Biscoe from 


Maryland was one of the same stock.”

By the Grace of God this my last will and testament being in 
perfect memory: I first leave to my three sons my lend to be equzlly 
aivided between them { viz.) the Indian olf field for my son Benjamin 
Tewis, the old plantation for my son Nathan Lewis and this where I now 
live for my son Zebulon Lewise I desire if my wife should marry, that 
my sons should be at age at cighteen, but if not to serve their mother 
till they ere at the age of one ani twenty. I give to my son Benjamin 
Lewis my gun and my chest, when he comes of age and a cow ond calf, 
when he is of age and a feather bed for Benjamin Lewis. I give to ny 
son Nathan Lewis a cow and calf and a feather bed and furniture when he 
is of age, I give to my son Zebulon Lewis a cow and calf end feather 
bed ani furniture, when he is of age. I give to my daughter Patience 
Lewis a cow and calf and feather bed and furniture, when she if of age. 
I give and bequeath to my loving wife the negro wench, all the rest of 
ny Estate as long as she remain a widow and if she should marry, for 
the negro to be sold and the money to be divided amongst the children. 
August the 6th day, 1738. Testes this my last will and testament.
